The reduction of those duties 
by the Demoeratle tariff ia the cause 
of the deficit now being made good by 
emergency taxes. 

For tbe momeat the war is having, 
with respect to soma industries, the af- 
fect of a proteetivf tariff. It i< im 
probable, as to most industries, that 
this will continue even during the war, 
if it is prolonged. 

So far as this affe<'ts well established 
ii diistries, tlu. war doubtless gives tem 
porury assistance, it will not cause tbe 
establishment of new' tiidWtriaa requir- 
iii'.' large capital because the moment 
the war ends foreigu competition of 
. heaper goods would extinguiab the 
value of such investments, 

JCxcept by the old of a priitoetlve 
larlff, it is simply impossible for us to 
muiutjOn the American standard of 
life. Our labor is no more jiroductive 
than foreign labor working longer 
hours for lower wn^s. To the ixtenf 
that necessity has compelled ns fu sub 
stitute machinery for hand labor to a 
greater extent than otbera, wo have

The question is now right up to the 

American people. The Democratic tar- 
iff ban not reduced the price of any 
"•iiiiimodit.v to cunsiimers and it has 
thrown hundreds of thousands of Amer- 
ican workmen out of employment. 

The protective tariff will never be re 
sti re.l by the aid of Progressives. The 
o'igin of the Progressive secession dates 
back to the open or eovert attacks on 
lirotection by Senator Cummlna and 
1 ilers.
